The big inauguration crowd began pouring 
te the capital early this morning. All the 
tracks of the railroad terminal were packed 
with regular and special. trains bearing 
Democratic dignitaries, politica) organiza- 
tions, suffragists, military companies, and 
hordes of tourists, bent on making a celebra- 
tion of the change in the government. 


Fair Inaugural Promised. 

The sun shone brilliantly today, though a 
high wind made flags and bunting strain 
and tug at their fastenings. 

Hope for fair inauguration weather was 
extended tonight by the weather bureau. 
Cold and clear weather tomorrow in this 
section will be followed Tuesday by higher 
temperature, the prediction is, and this 
brings relief from fears that the blizsard 
which swept in the administration of four 
years ago might be repeated.

Washington, D. C., March 2.—Generally fair 
weather is indicated for the first half of the week 
over the greater part of the country east of the 
Rocky mountains, according to the weekly weather 
bureau bulletin issued today. 

A disturbanc® now over the Canadian northwest 
will move eastward along the northern border and 
be attended by cloudiness and jocal snows over 
the northern states from the eireme upper Mis 
sissippi valley eastward to New England during 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

West of the Rocky mountains,’’ says the bulle- 
tin, the weather during the next several days 
will be unsettled with local rains. Cold weather 
Monday and Monday night in the eastern and 
suthwestern states will be followed by a general 
change to higher temperature on Tuesday, and 
moderate temperature will continue thereafter 
through the week. 

Over the middle west, the southwest, and far 
western cistrictse moderate temperatures will pre- 
vall during the entire week. 

The next disturbance of importance to cross the 
country will appear in the far west about Tuesday, 
cross the middle west about Wednesday, and the 
eastern states near the close of the week. This dis- 
turbance will be preceded and attended by rains

NO PLACE FOR BRANDEIS 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., March 2—I Special. 
Franklin K. Lane of California, chairman of 
the interstate commerce commission, will 
be secretary of the interior in the next cabi- 


net. 

This selection is accepted in all quartere as 
proof of Mr. Wilson’s purpose to carry out 
the progressive policy of conservation. It 
assures the service of a man of wide expert 
ence, thoroughly familiar with the trust and 
railroad questions, of broad human sym- 
pathy, and in personal touch with the every 
day affairs of life. 

Mr. Lane's appointment meets with the 
approval of Republicans, Democrate, and 
Progressives. As a member of the interstate 
commerce commission he has struggied with 
that commission when it was conservative 
and compelled it to issue orders and announce 
decisions against its wishes. He conducted 
the inquiry into the Union Pacific railroad 
combination, and it was bis report thai was 
responsible for the dissolution sult, which is 
about to end in the separation of the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific railroads. 


Brandeis Out of Running. 

There seems to be no doubt that Louis 
Brandeis of Massachusetts is definitely out 
of the cabinet as a result of the protest made 
by Gov. Foss and other Democrats of Massa- 
chusetts. Former Congressman William C. 
Redfield of Brooklyn, N. Y., will take the 
secretaryship of commerce for which Mr, 
Brandeis was selected originally. 

The elimination of the latter was caused 
by the most emphatic representations to the 
president elect. He was told that if the 
Boston man were put in the cabinet Demoo- 
racy Would receive a body blow in the Ola 
Bay state. He was declared to be too radi- 
cal and altogether out of keeping with the 
more conservative element of the party which 
has its home in New England. 

Gov. Foss is entirely satisfied with Mr. Red- 
geld and believes he will make an excellent 
member of the cabinet. Senator Owen of 
Oklahoma said tonight that Redfield would 
be a powerful member of the new presi- 
dent’s official family, both as an aedministra- 
tive officer and as an adviser. 


Goethals to Stay at Canal. 

Col. George Goethals will not be secretary 
of war, but will remain in Panama super- 
yising the construction of the canal. The 
colonel made it clear to the friends of the 
president elect that he believes it would be 
far better for bim to complete the waterway 
than to come to Washington as head of the 
war department. 

The tip is out tonight that the secretary of 
war will be Judge Charles G. Garrison of 
New Jersey. This is not at all definite and 
may turn out to be incorrect. Judge Garri- 
son is a member of the Supreme court of his 
state and stands well as a jurist. 

There is also some doubt es to the secre- 
taryship of agriculture. It was betieved that 
it would be Senator Gardner of Maine. It 
may be that Mr. Gardner will go into the 
cabinet, but the assurances referred to rather 
indicate that he will have some other place 
under the new edministratidn.

SCORED AS UNFAIR 


Commissioner of Corporations 
Lays Monopoly to Command 
of Capital and Trade 
Methods. 


M’CORMICK MAKES DENIAL 


Washington. D. C., March 2—The power 
of the International Harvester company—the 
eo-called Harvester trust—which the federa! 
e is ns to st oo can

This is the conclusion of Luther Conant Jr., 
commissioner of corporations, who presented 
his report on the operations of the giant cor- 
poration to President Taft today. 

The Harvester investigation was made in 
response to a senate resolution passed sév- 
eral years ago. Recently a request was made 
by representatives of the company that the 
report be withheld pending the outcome of 
the anti-trust suit, but President Taft de- 
cided to make it public. 


Made Up of Five Companies, 

The combination, the report declares, was 
arranged in 1902 by the former owners of five 
leading competitive concerns, and was not 
“as frequently asserted,“ a mere sale of their 
properties to new interests. On this point Mr. 
Conant says: 

“Tt has been represented in formal testi- 
mony by officers of the company and its 
financial promoter, G. W. Perkins, then of 
the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., that ite or- 
ganization was not the result of concerted 
action by the former competing owners, but 
merely of the purchase of their properties by 
new and outside interests. 

Documentary evidence gathered by the 
bureau completely disposes of this contention 
and shows that the principal competing in- 
terests considered and discussed among 
themselves the formation of this combina- 
tion and were active in bringing it about.” 


Morgan Friend of Trust. 

Great resources came to the company, It is 
asserted, through the combination, the finan- 
cial support of J. P. Morgan & Co,, its fiscal 
agents, and large loans secured from John 
D. Rockefeller, father-in-law of a member 
of the McCormick family, which owns 3 
large portion of the total stock of the cor- 
poration. 

Between 1908 and 1904, the company ig de- 
clared by the commissioner to have acquired 
secretly control of D. M. Osborne & Co., its 
chief competitor, the Minnie Harvester oom- 
pany, the Aultman-Muler company, and the 


Keystone company. 

These are referred to as “ bogus inde. 
pendents.” 

The secret control of the Osborne company, 
the report says, was maintained for nearly 
two years, while it was being advertised as 
an independent concern. These representa- 
tions, it is alleged, were supported by its 
managers in sworn statements that it was an 
independent company. 

The report says that the Harvester com- 
pany’s claim that the ownership was con- 
cealed in some cases merely to facilitate the 
liquidation of the old concern is not regarded 
by the bureau of corporations asa justifica- 
tion of the practice. 


Restrict Outlet of Competitors. 

Regarding the charge that the company 
has made an effort to secure an undue 
proportion of local dealers in farm ma- 
chinery by allotting, as a rule, only a single 
brand to any one dealer in the same place, 
thus tending to reetrict the outlet for com- 
petitors goods, the commiseioner says: 

“The company’s own records show that 
this was one purpose at least in making this 
distribution of its brands, and it appears to 
have had some practical effect in handicap- 
ping competition. 

“ Special. discriminatory prices and terms 
have been reported in a number of instances, 
but the general policy of the company is to 
meintain high prices in the monopolized 
lines; in the principal new lines, however, 
where considerable competition is emcoun- 
tered, unueually low prices and long terms 
have been generelly employed. 

“The company at one time openly at- 
tempted, through a clause in its commiesion 
contracts, to control the price paid for tts 
machines by the farmer to the retail dealer.

The Cook county board adjourned a few 
minutes after 5 o’clock yesterday morning 
without reaching an agreement upon the 
vetoed items of the annual budget. Its mem- 
bers were cold, tired, and sleepy. The ad- 
journment leaves no appropriation for 680 
jcbs, including that of the president and 
fourteen commissioners, and twelve supply 
funds. 

Beyond question the time limit for making 
a budget now has passed, according to all 
of the county's counsel, The serious charac- 
ter of the situation is indicated by the fact 
that the omitted appropriations total over 
$2,049,000—nearly one-third. of the annual 
operating cost of the county government 

Whether the mess is beyond rémedy re- 


out last week the lack of action means that 
each one of the 680 otticeholders must work 
without compensation for the remainder of 
the year, and no money will be available to 
buy. clothing, food, and medicine for the 
paupers in the Infirmary, the poor supplied 
by the county agent, the sick and crippled in 
the county hospital, the children in the 
juvenile détention home, the beneficiaries 
under the mothers’ pension act, and the boys 
and girls in the industrial schools. 


Jobholders Face Problem. 

Yesterday, however, that gloomy outlook 
for the county’s wards was materially modi- 
fied. . 

County Attorney Chindblom expressed him- 
self as follows: 

“The first duty of the county edminis- 
trators is to care for the indigent sick and 
poor of the county, and the courts will not 
let them suffer because of any negligence 
of the county commissioners. 

The halders of vetoed positions have good 
muse to worry. The fixing of the appro- 
priations for those positions is now out of 
the hands of the commissioners ané oan only 
be remedied by court aid. 

“None of these positions can be provided 
for in the 1913 budget by any action the coun- 
ty commissioners can now take. I probably 
will be instructed to get the neceseary court 
action for the care of the county’s dependents 
first.” 

Pay Warrants to Be Held Up. 

Deputy Controller Frank 8. Ryan indi- 
cated his intentions ae follows: 

“The controller will not issue warrants 
to pay salaries for any positions for which 
there has been no appropriation made. No 
warrants will be drawn to pay for supplies 
against funds which have not been appro- 
priated. 

“The only two exceptions are these: Sal- 
aries of officials whose compensation is fixed 
by statute can be paid and proper court 
orders must be respected. This position is 
necessary to protect the bondsemen of the 
controller. 

Although I have not conferred with the 
treasurer, I do not think he would honor 
warrants drawn at variance with the atti- 
tude I have recited.” 

Incidentally, this pulley epplies to Mr. 
Ryan's own salary. Commissioners Ragen 
and Burg forced increased compensation 
upon the deputy controller against his pro- 
test. Later he had President McCormick 
veto it and the board subsequently made no 
appropriation for Ryan in the general dis-

“A Second report, which came from Bis- 
bea, twenty-eight miles from Douglas, denies 
this. 

According to the first report four American 
offcere walking on the American Une three 
miles from Douglas were fired on by forty 
regular Mexican soldiers patroling the bor- 
der out of Agua Prieta, opposite Douglas. 

Sixteen of the negro troopers of the Ninth 
rughed to the place of the firing and a spirited 
ekirmiah ensued. 

The American soldiers were reinforced by 
two troops of the Ninth. The Mexicans 
were routed, leaving four killed on the field 
and others straggling through the brush 
nursing their wounds. 

It is said the American troops became so 
excited that they overstepped the boundary 
and pursued the Mexicans for some distance. 

The fight caused great excitement at 
Dougles. The town people armed themselves 
and rushed to the boundary believing the 
Mexican soMiers were attempting to invade 
the United States. 

Hundred Mutineers Slain. 

Mexico City, March 2.—[Special.J]—A force 
of irregular troops formerly Maderista rev- 
olutionaries attempted to mutiny this morn- 
ing in the colony of Santa Julia. The gov- 
ernment had been apprised of the plot and 
during the night placed machine guns in 
position to meet the emergency. The fight- 
ing was terrific, and i ie estimated that 
100 were killed and a score seriously wound- 
ed. A number of officer formerly Madero 
leaders were executed after their capture. 

This is the second plot of the kind since 
the fall of Madero that has been ruthlessly 
crushed. In each case the plot was allowed 
to come to a head before the government 
acted. 

Several groups of prisoners who escaped 
from Belem prison during the recent bom- 
bardment and were being returned to prison 
today made a violent attempt to resist thetr 
guard. The police fired a volley, Killing three 
and wounding five of them. None of the 
prisoners were prominent politically. 


Diaz Cheered at Bull Fight. 

A popular reception was accorded to Gen, 
Felix Dias this afternoon at the bull ring, 
the first performance of the sport since the 
bombardment of the capital 

Ten thousand spectators stood and cheered 
lustily when Gen. Diaz entered a box in thé 
arena, attended only by his secretary, his 
chief of staff, and a few friends, and he was 
forced to rise time and again to acknowledge 
the demonstrations. 

Dias granted the request of the matadors 
to kill the bull, and presented fa vors to the 
popular heroes of the arena when the an- 
mals hed been dispatched. Machaquido, a 
noted matador, was slightly injured when he 
put the blade into the third bull.

POLIGE PUZZLED BY TALES 


One of the most baffling cases that ever de- 
veloped in this section of the country occu- 
pied the Pvanston police yesterday and was 
entirely without solution at 2 o’clock this 
morning. 

The case involves the apparent theft of 
$41,000 on Saturday night from the handbag 
of a woman visitor in Evanston who seeming- 
ly was knocked down by footpads and made 
unconscious while walking in the vicinity of 
Centra] street and Ridge avenue, in the north 
part of the town. The victim is now in By- 
anston hospital suffering from serious . 
juries. 

The victim in the extraordinary case is 
Mra. Eben W. Mills of San Antonio, Tex. - 
the wife of a wealthy real estate man and her 
eelf owner of a large Texas ranch. She came 
to Chicago last Tuesday. 


) Cold and Darkness Bewilder Her. 


Mrs. Mills dined Saturday evening at the 
residence of Mrs. H. L. Stevens, 819 Lince!n 
street, Evanston. She left there at 8 o'clock 
to come to Chicago, intending to leave for St. 
Louis and the southwest later in the evening, 

While riding into Chicago she missed her 
rallway ticket, but she still had her handbag 
and her money. She took an elevated train 
back to North Evanston, She tried to walk 
from the station to Mrs. Stevens’ house, but 
was bewildered in the cold and darkness, be- 
came unconscious, supposedly from a blow, 
partly recovered her senses, got to a nearby 
house, and was taken later to the Dvanstog 
hospital. Her empty handbag was found 
afterwards in the snow.

Mrs. Mills had come to Chicago from 
Texas last Tuesday and registered at the 
Congress hotel. On Saturday morning she 
went to the Union Trust company’s bank 
where she has carried large accounts during 
the recent two years and withdrew $45,000 in 
currency, mostly in $1,000 bills, Her in- 
tention, she said, was to find an investment 
for the money in the north. She stuffed 
the currency into her handbag—a practice 
against which the bank tellers said they 
had warned her repeatedly—returned to the 
hotel, and left the money with the cashien 

Later in the day she went to the hotel 
cashier's desk for the second time and 
asked for her money. A search failed to* 
uncover the receipt, but as she was known 
the money was given her, exposed, ine 
dentally, fer the third time within twee 
three hours.

“I found Mrs. Mills there 
unconscious and did not get her in a condi- 
tion to talk at ali for about an hour; then her 
remarks were disconcerted. Brokenly she 
tod of the dinner, the trip toward Chi- 
Pago, the return, the stop at the fruit store, 
end then the loss of consciousness.

She had been 
out here once before since she has been in 
Chicago. She came here last night to pay 
a farewell visit before leaving for home, 
She took dinner with us and stayed until 
About 8 o'clock.

“I knew that Mrs. Mills had some money 
with her; perhapea great deal, because we all 
saw the envelope in which she had it. Mrs. 
Mille transferred some of her money—the 
amount we afterward found to be $1,050— 
to a small pocketbook, saying she was going 
to use it es spending money. 

“This pocketbook we efterward found in 
eur dining room, and I think she must have 
forgotten or dropped it when she opened 
her handbag to look for a trinket or some- 
thing of that sort.” 


Story of Mrs. Mills’ Rescuer. 

Herbert Wittington, who is Mrs. Cooper's 
son-in-law, was the first person to come to 
Mra Mills’ aid after her injury. He was in 
the Cooper residence when he heard a noise 
tm the front porch. 

“I was in the front room abog@t 10:30 
Delock, when I heard a noise on the front 
porch,” he said. The wind was blowing a 
gale from the west and it was intensely cold 
outside. I went to the door and found the 
Woman unconscious on the front step. I

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Mrs. Mills’ Story 
of Her Big Loss. 


RS. MILLS, victim of the mys- 
terious robbery, revived yesterday 

afternoon in the Evanston hospital 

and made the following statement: 

“I came to Chicago on primary day. I 
registered at the Congress hotel and. went to 
the Union Trust company and deposited my 
money with Mn Antoine on condition of get- 
ting it back in $1,000 bills. I always carry my 
money in this way. 

“I have a ranch of 1,250 acres eighteen 
miles southwest of San Antonio and employ 
fifty Mexicans. On pay day I carry the 
money out to the ranch in this way and carry 
a revolver. 

“TI brought the money to Chicago with the 
intention of investing it, but could not find 
anything that suited me, and yesterday I 
drew the money from the dank with the in- 
tention of going home. It was about 10 
o'clock when I went to the bank and drew 
the money. I had gone to the bank in the 
morning because I knew it would close at 
noon on Saturday. I took the money to the 
Congress hotel and put it in the safe, taking 
a coupon for the package.

“ During the lunch hour I discovered I had 
Jost the coupon and I went back to the hotel 
and told the clerk it had been lost, and I won- 
gered what I shoud do. The clerk said: 
Well, you had better take the money, be- 
cause I know it is yours, and the clerk who 
will be in charge later may not know that it 
ie yours.’ 

„ came out to Evanston between 6 and 
" @:20 o'clock. I arrived at Central street. I 
bed dinner with Mrs. Stevens. Ar & o'clock 
I ordered a cab.

They informed her a woman 
had been found and taken to the Evanston 
hospital. Mrs. Stevens came at once to the 
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hospital, where I had been taken by the 
doctor who had been called to the Coopers’ 
house.

Washington, D. C., March 2.—With the ad- 
journment of cbngress Tuesday neon the 
end will be written to two years of epoch 
making struggle within party ranks, and 
to three sessions of effort, only partially 
successful, to adjust the differences between 
a Democratic house, a senate under Demo- 
cratic-Progressive control, and a Republican 
president. 

Many important pieces of legislation have 
been enacted within that time. investigations 
of a peculiar significance to the public bave 
been conducted, and many subjects of gen- 
eral interest have been laid aside without 
action. 

The tariff, attacked alike from Democratic 
and Republican sources twice during that 
period, has been the subject of attempted 
revision, but none of the proposed changes 
became effective, 


Opens with Special Session. 

The Sixty-second congress opened in 1911 
with a special session called by Presidens 
Taft to consider Canadian reciprocity; it 
ends with an extra session of the Sixty-third 
congress only a few weeks away, to be called 
by President Wilson for a general revision 
of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law. 

National conventions, the birth of a new 
party, a general election, and a éomplete 
change of administration have intervened 
between its beginning and its end. Activities 
of the short session now closing have been 
limited almost entirely to routine work, be- 
cause of the determination td leave to the 
new administration all of the import&nt sub- 
jecta of a general character. 


Acts of the Congress. 

Perhaps the most important developments 
of the entire congress are the following: 

Canadian reciprocity law passed, but re- 
jected by Canada. 

Wool, cotton, metal, and free list tariff 
bills passed, but vetoed by President Taft. 

Constitutional amendment for popular 
election of senators submitted to the states. 

Shipment of liquor into prohibition states 
forbidden by lew. 

Arbitration treaties with Great Britain and 
France negotiated, but failed of ratification 
because of changes Made by the senate. 

Termination of thé treaty of 18382 with Rus- 
sia demanded by congress. 

Notice served on the world by the senate 
that the United States will not permit foreign 
mations to secure military or naval footholds 
where they might threaten safety of this 
eountry. 

Children’s bureau created in department of 
commerce and labor. 


Panama Law Passed. |

Fight Blocks Appointments, 

The final session, now ending, has wit- 
messed a struggle in the senate between Re- 
publicans and Democrats that preyented the 
confirma tion of the gr part ot President 
Taft’s appointments. With more t Han 2.000 
appointments before the senate, the Demo- 
erats declinéd.to permftartion on the great 
majority. and the result will be that Presi- 
dent Wilson will an the pla ces after lie comes 
into office. 

Several bills that might have become law 
in the closing days of this session have been 
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} held back because Democratic leaders pre- ra 


ferred to have the subjects carried over until 

a Democratic president, senate, and house 
— have an opportunity to carry out definite 
legislative programs. 


Session's Important Actions. 

Important actions in the short session just 
closing include: 

“Literacy test immigration bill passed, 
but vetoed by President Taft. 

Single SK year presidentlal term amend- 
ment passed by senate. 

Life prisoners in federal prisons made 
eligible to parole. 

Five year closed season for fur seals in- 
corporated in the international! sea! treaty. 

Federal control of water powers defeated in 
the senate. 

Manufacturers of foods required to state 
the net weight and contents on outside of 
food package. 

Government authorized by law to seize trust 
controlled goods as soon as imported into the 
United States. 

Lincoln memoria! authorized to cost $2,000,- 


Phe Democratic majority that took control 
of the house when the congress organized 
insisted on going ahead with other features 
of tariff revision, and passed wool, cotton. 
free list and some other bills. All three 
measures with the aid of the progressive 
Republican forces in the senate reached 
President Taft. They were vetoed on the 
ground that the tariff board was conducting 
investigations the results of which must be 
known before a proper revision of the tariff 
could be made. 


Size of House Increased. 

Legislative work throughout the special 
session, and the long session beginning in 
December, 1911, and running through last 
August, included the following: 

Increase in the size of the hotise of repre- 
sentatives, from 396 to 435 members. 

Age and service pension law, increasing 
civil war pensions. 

Eight-hour law covering government con- 
tracts. 

Use of poisonous white “phosphorus in 
match-making prevented by excessive tax. 

Pure drug law amended to prevent mis- 
leading labels on patent medicines, 

Wireless communication brought under 
careful regulations, the law requiring the 
wireless on all ocean vessels to be ade- 
quately manned. 

Government transports required to carry 
an ample number of lifeboats. 

Red Cross recognized officially as branch 
of government service in time of war. 

Commerce court and tariff board virtually 
legislated out of existence. 

Industrial commission authorized to study 
relations between capital and labor. 


Many Treaties Ratified. 

This congress has witnessed the ratification 
of many important treaties with foreign 
nations. The arbitration treaties with 
France and Great Britain, negotiated by 
President Taft, however, were not ratified, 
because the senate so amended them that 
the president considered they did not carry 
out the understandings made with the two 
powers. 

In the two years, however, the following 
important agreements have been perfected: 

Fur seal treaty with Great Britain, Russia, 
and Japan. 

International wireless treaty with lead- 
ing foreign nations. 

International war prize agreement. 

International agreement covering sanitary 
measures for the control of epidemics. 

General arbitration treaty with France 
extended to 1918. 


+ Standing Committees’ Hearings. 

Investigations covering a wide range of im- 
portant subjects were conducted. In addi- 
tion to those enumerated (the money 
trust,“ campaign expenditures, and steel in- 
quiriés), special committees and the regular 
Standing committees of the two houses have 
conducted the following:

MAY KILL NAVAL BILL. 


Inability of Conferees to Decide 
on One or Two Battleships 
Threatens Measure. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 3, 1 a m.— 
[Special.]—Half a dozen big supply bills were 
still in peril when the senate recessed at 
nearly midnight. The house hed recessed 
earlier. 

Conferences which had occupied all ot Sat- 
urday night and Sunday had failed to get 
reports acceptable to both houses, 

The two battleship program was threat- 
ened with defeat when the house and senate 
conferees decided they could make no agree- 
ment between one battleship program of the 
house and the two battleship program of the 
senate. The conference committee ad- 
journed at 11 o'clock without any plan for 
another meeting. The result threatens the 
defeat of the entire $150,000,000 naval appro- 
priation bill, 

The house adopted the conference report, 
previously accepted by the senate, on the 
rivers and ‘harbors bill, carrying $47,868,894, 
and sent it to President Taft. The army ap- 
propriation bill, completed, was signed by the 
president. 

Danger still threatened the Indian bill and 
the sundry civil bill. 


Senate Passes Seamen’s Bill. 

The senate last night by a vote of 41 to 20 
passed the Burton bill designed to abolish 
involuntary servitude of seamen and im- 
prove conditions of labor and living on 
American merchant ships as a substitute 
measure for the Wilson bill previously passed 
by the house. The vote came at the end of six 
hours of debate, during which a number of 
important amendments were made to the 
original Burton bill. 

The house passed the Norris bill, provid- 
ing for publicity of ali testimony taken 
before masters appointed by the courts In 
equity proceedings under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The bill has passed the senate 
and now goes to the president for his sig- 
nature

“When he was first arrested Danies an- 
nounced that he was perfectly willing to re- 
turn and stand trial,“ said Johnston, but

Laymen May Ask Churches of 
Chicago to Furnish Sum.

MEET HERE ON MARCH 11. 


Banker Who Quit Finance. to Join 
Movement Will Speak. 


Chicago churches rained 81. O8. 90 for home 
and foreign missions in 1912. Whether 
or not the churches of this city are to be 
called upon to increase the sum to $2,000,000 
in 1918 is one of the important questions 
that will be decided at the lay mens mission- 
ary banquet to be held at the Auditorium 
hovel the evening of March ll. A difference 
of opinion on the matter exists among the 
leaders of the movement and a vote will 
probably be taken to fix the standard. 

A banker who not only gave up his busi- 
ness but surrendered an additional salary 
of $12,000 a year for the purpose of increas- 
ing the spiritual life of the church, will be 
one of the speakers at the lay banquet, ac- 
cording to an announcement of F. J. Michel, 
executive secretary of the laymen’s mission- 
ary movement in Chicago. 


Two Years in Service of Church. 

“The banker is George Innes of Phila- 
delphia.“ Mr. Michel said. “He was a 
financier in Minneapolis less than two years 
ago, where he is well known, and he is now 
devoting his time, without salary, to in- 
creasing the membership of the churches 
with the belief that the greatest need in the 
evangelization of the world is in the spiritual 
Ute of the home church.“ 

Gifts to foreign and home missions from 
Chicago churches last year aggregated 
51.008.902. In 1900, when the laymen's work 
began in Chicago, the total gifts for the same 
purpose were $880,000. Notwithstanding this 
increase of gifts the membership increase of 
the churches has been small. 


General Secretary to Speak. 
Another speaker at the banquet is J. Camp- 
bell White of New York, general secretary 
of the laymen’'s ssionary movement, who 
will speak on the financial side of the mis- 
stonatry question.

“TI refuse to enter into an agreement with 
vou,“ said Mr. Snow in his letter, because 
your statements in your last campaign were 
0 incomplete, evasive, and misleading, and 
so drawn as to conceal rather than reveal the 
facts. Such partial and vague statements 
as have satisfied you in the past do not accord 
with my idea of the full information to which 
the public is entitled, and I shall therefere 
make my statement full and complete, re- 
gardiess of any agreement by the candidates. 

“I note that in the statement showing 
your money expended in the mayoralty cam- 
paign you did not include any showing of 
the money expended in the primary cam- 
paign. At the time this was regarded as an 
expensive primary campaign and the tre- 
mendous vote rolled up for you in certain dis- 
tricts, notably in the Twenty-first ward south 
of Chicago avenue, and in the northern pre- 
cincts of the Second ward, might be taken as 
giving confirmation to that belief.

VICTIM REFUTES CHARGE. 


Regulars and Yanigans Will 
Play Remaining Seven Games 
of Stay in Tampa.

Tampa, Fla. March 2.—[Special.}—Interna- 
tional complications of grave import were 
avoided by the skill and diplomacy of Doo A.

Mr. Armstrong Protests 
Against Easy Marriages. 


BY PERCY HAMMOND. 


Mr. Armstrong remarked last night 

at the Grand (in the course of the en- 
thusiastic soirée which followed the 

third act of “The Escape), he has 
dared to say something, however crude- 

ly, in protest against ignorance and stupidity 
concerning marriage and the results thereof. 
One must agree with Mr. Armstrong that 
“The Escape” is a bit clumsy in its arrange- 
ment as a play, but that is not news; for a 
nalve indifference to the rules and regulations 
of the drama has ever been one of his habits. 
In.“ The Escape,” however, he ig less anarchic 
than usual, and the irregularities, while they 
rume, do not impede. No doubt a smoother 


craftsman in the business of unleashing his 


pet propaganda would have put his warning 
more in the action of the play and the devel- 
opment of its characters and not so much in 
sheer verbiage. But all of that can be passed 
by in view of Mr. Armstrong's sanity, sincerity, 
and courage, and, what is more to the point, 
his ability to summon those emotions which 
dim the eye and raise the hair.

For there were tears and terror a-plenty last 
night among the many who were present. There 
was admiration, too, directed particularly to- 
ward Miss Helen Ware, the star, who, so far 
as I am able to tell, has never acted so well. 
She begins as an East Side (New York) shop 
girl, reared in squalor, but escaping therefrom 
at the suggestion of a young doctor with ad- 
vanced ideas, to become later the mistress of a 
gaunt state senator, and the bride, still later, of 
the young doctor. Of course, the marriage of 
this badly bred girl rather annoys those who 
are ultra-fastidious about logic in their drama, 
for that is one of the things the author tilts 
against; but it, too, is an essential concession 
to the play’s utility as a sermon and Mr. Arm- 
strong will undoubtedly be able to explain it to 
me this morning. 

— 


Miss Ware was very real and earnest at the 


beginning when as May Joyce she rebelled at 


being married to the unhandsome truckman who 
was her suitor. Then in her talk with the doc- 
tor, after he had administerea to her brawling 
brother’s broken head, she effectively denoted 
the quiet despair and the vision of revolt which 
followed it. Some apprehension was felt as Mr. 
Jerome Patrick entered the tenement in the 
guise of the surgeon and asked for adhesive 
“plahster.” He was somewhat prim and he 
wore the spotless white flannel regalia of the 
hero in a play by Harry B. Smith, a uniform 
which, it is said, is accurate though pretty. 
After he had booted the bullying truckman 
ground and had otherwise manfully deported 
himself he became quite a favorite, both as a 
role and as an actor, and he was indeed un- 
usually sincere, especially in the second act, 
where he tried to persuade the senator to father 
a bill to restrict and regulate marriage. He 
gaid each word as if he meant it. 
~~ 


As an indication of the widening, not to say 
broadening, influence of recent drama, the audi- 
ence applauded when the curtain went up on 
this act showing May Joyce in the silken robes 
of shame with a pert maid and an account in 
the bank. In fact, as the doctor and May talk 
it over they both agree that she is better off 
here than there. Mr. Armstrong’s sociological 
ideas become audible at this point—Convention, 
in the person of an Episcopal clergyman, and 
expedience in that of the state senator being 
routed in a discussion with May and the doctor 
—one side for indiscriminate marriage, the other 
against. Then May's consumptive sister, who 
meantime has married the truckman, staggers 
in at the point of death and the doctor in one 
of the quickest diagnoses on record sends her 
into the Adirondacks. May’s brother, Larry, 
too, joins the gathering, having just escaped 
from Blackwell's island. They are all the har-

Ere it is 
too late, which it already is, it must be told 
that after Larrys sick sister dies to the pa- 
thétic strain of a cabinet organ played with 
atmospheric hesitancy by Miss Ware, Larry 
breaks out of a village jail and kills her 
husband. You can see him do it through the 
window of the cottage, and he does it =» well 
that you are pleased when the doctor tells him 
to break back into jail and let the murder be 
counted as a suicide.

After all, Mr. Armstrong, the Joyces are 
rather an attractive family, despite eugenics 


and heredity, if not environment—that is, ex- 


cepting Mother and Father Joyce, who, by the 
way, are expertly characterized by Miss Jessie 
Ralph and Mr. James A. Marcus. Surely May 
Joyce is a fine, strong, lovable woman, and the 
death of Jennie Joyce grieved everyone who 
witnessed it last night.

Culp and Slezak Give 
Many Songs in English. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


OREIGN singers are beginning to appre- 
clate the value of the English language 
in addressing American audiences. Miss 
Julia Culp, mezzo-soprano, of Holland 
and Berlin, and Leo Slezak, tenor, of 

Vienna, Prague, and New York, gave recitals 
yesterday afternoon in Orchestra hall and the 
Studebaker theater. Both sought to interest 
the public by adding English songs to their 
programs and both adhered to the unhappy 
tradition of our concert halls that insists upon 
the presentation of all song Mterature in the 
language in which it was composed, Thus 
Miss Culp selected two songs which Beethoven 
wrote to English texts and added as encores 
a popular song of the first half of the last 
century, distinguished by the folk-song-like 
simplicity and beauty of its melody, and one 
of the last decade by Rodgers that touched 
higher levels of art, 

Mr. Slezak, whose artistic judgment is less 
certain and who evidently had no one but a 
New York publisher to advise him, chose 
hackneyed songs by Cadman, Salter, and Rum- 
mel. Ten songs out of the forty numbers 
and encores given seems a proportion hardly 
just. But it represents a beginning, and the 
artists who, like Miss Culp and Mr. Slezak, 
are able to enunciate our language without 
trace of accent and with a clarity that many 
native singers might do well to emulate, will 
not be able to deny themselves the pleasure 
of such enthusiastic response as their English 
songs evoked. 

The public, having begun to gain a com- 
prehension of the true nature of an art song 
wherein the text is minutely symbolized by 
the musical setting, also will begin to demand 
more songs in English, and in time other sing- 
ers with courage and genuine artistic sin- 
cerity will follow the example of David Bis- 
pham and give us recitals in which the art of 
the singer and the composer may be fully un- 
derstood. In the meantime the American com- 
poser who writes in a vein ‘but little better 
than the popular may expect a continued and 
ever growing support from the foreign singer; 
for the visitors turn to songs in the vernacu- 
lar in search of lighter numbers and an easy 
success.

Miss Culp proved the exception to this rule. 
But that is quite the order with her, for she 
is an exception to every rule that has applied 
to the song recitalists who have come to us 
in recent years boasting loudly of German 
approval. In a generation that places diction 
above all other artistic considerations Miss 
Culp dares to sing, and her song is as near 
to vocal perfection as any that has been heard 
— a European singer since Mme. Sembrich 
w in her prime. This does not include sev- 
eral American singers, of whom Clarence 
Whitehill, Miss Christine Miller, Miss Florence 
Hinkle, and George Hamlin are conspicuous 
examples. Nor does it include «hat greatest 
of all singers, Mme Schumann-Heink. But 
it does include Dr. Willner, Miss Gerhardt, 
and others of the toneless tribe of frenzied 
elocutionists.

There have deen few 
Mr. Slezak locally, 
ended sLortly after he joined the company, and 


he. has done little concert work. He is as 


splendidly fitted for song recital as for opera, | 
though the public found the two dramatic num- | 


bers which concluded his program the mest ef- 
fective of the afternoon. Mr. Slezak under- 
stands the value of bravoura and the applause 
provoking possibilities of a resonant high tone. 
But his knowledge of the sympathetic appeal 
of an exquisite mezza-voce, of the subtle imagery 
of contrasted tone colors, and the sensuous 
beauty of a sustained legato is no less sure, 
and his use of thesé refined means of expres- 
sion is as certain. 

The concert of the Mendelssohn trio in Fine 
Arts theater achieved artistic importance chiefly 
by reason of the participation of Cyril Dwight- 
Edwards, baritone. r. Edwards has a voice 
of true grand opera dimensions, with a resonant 
high A flat and a solid low B fiat. He sings 
with unusual taste and feeling. Arthur Fram, 
Ralph Michailis, and Felix Pannwitz comprise 
the trio. They presented Beethoven's Op. 1, No. 
3, with admirable tone and an excellent under- 
standing, notably from the pianist, who, how- 
ever, suffered so severely from nervousness that

Charging Habit Costly. 

»It is a peculiar thing to me that women ex- 
pect to succeed in the art of housekeeping with 
the small amount of brain and energy they put 
into it. No person would expect to succeed in 
any business or profession if they carried it on 
in the careless, haphazard way many women do 
their housework. 

The habit of charging articles is one of the 
worst evile in this country today, and is one of 
the chief causes of the present high cost of liv- 
ing. It is bad for the grocer but worse for the 
customer, as it is a well known fact that 
women buy more when they do not have to 
pay cash. 

Buying canned goods is another way to in- 
crease the budget for groceries, Canned fruit, 
jam, or pickles cost just about twice as much 
as when put up at home, Cakes and pastries 
also increase the cost. Instead we often use 
fruit (canned or dried) for dessert. 

The following is an excellent way to serve 
apples: Peal and core, leaving apple whole. 
Fill the space in center with svcgar. Put in 
steamer and cook about half an hour, or until 
soft through. When done remove from liquid 
and cook it until it becomes thick. Pour over 
apples. Serve cold. 

Prune Fritters—Take one cup flour, one egg, 
half cup milk, pinch salt, and one teaspoon 
baking powder. Make stiff§dough, insert one 
prune in each spoonful and fryinhotfat. Any 
other fruit may be substituted instead of 
prunes. They should be eaten with sugar and 
cream. These dishes are inexpensive, but 
dainty and nourishing.

I 
paid from 2 to 5 cents per pound more for 
meat and just had to take any vegetables they 
sent, stale, or fresh. I can safely say by run- 
ning a charge account my bill was a third 
more than it would have been had I done the 
marketing myself: Every housewife should 
have a small pair of scales. 

We have stove heat, and a great saving 
can be made in the gas bill if one wishes to. 
I cook beans and macaroni and soup on it, 
and, in fact, everything that takes a long 
time to cook can be cooked on the back of 
the coal stove and will be much better, as it 
cooks slower and more evenly. In the sum- 
mer I use my fireless cooker and save almost 
half of the gas bill.

Bears That Weigh 3,000 Pounds. 


The biggest bears in the world are to be 
found on Kadiak island, in the Gulf of Alaska, 
south of the great shoulder of territory that 
stretches out into the Pacific. The Kadlak 
bears are of the polar breed, perfectly white, 
with long heavy fur, and at full growth are 
twice as large as the black bear of the Rocky 
mountains. They weigh 2,400 to 3,000 pounds, 
stand as high as an ordinary cow, and are the 
biggest carnivorous animals living. The tracks 
they leave in the snow have often measured 
fifteen inches In length and ten inches in width. 
They are savage and fight desperately when at- 


_ tacked. 


Bear traps are usually baited with honey, but 
the Kadiak trappers use a pig. Bears are un- 
commonly fond of pork, and a pig when impris- 
oned in a trap makes a demonstration which 
attracts the attention of the bears at a longer 
distance than the odor of the honey. 

Kadiak is wooded and mountainous, but it 
has good natural harbors. There is a popula- 
tion of some 1,500, mostly Eskimos, living on 
the coast and engaged in the salmon fishing in- 


dustry.

BEAN LENTIL SALAD.—Less than half 
& pound of lentils or beans were soaked over- 
night and then boiled up in salted water in 
which was put a pineh of soda. They were 
then thoroughly rinsed and slowly boiled till 
done—two hours. They are best when cooked 
in a self-cooker, or our fireless cooker, or after 
boiling for twenty minutes on the stove they 
may be closely and quickly wrapped in half a 
Gozen sheets of newspaper and left to finish 
cooking. Soup herbs or a single one of them 
may be cooked with the lentils to give them 
fla vor. For the salad use one onion chopped 
fine, a little bacon fat, vinegar, sugar, and a 
teaspoon of finely minced parsiey. When the 
lentils are done put them through a sieve and 
heat them up with these. The salad is more 
like @ purée or porridge of vegetables than any- 
thing else and is served hot.

BEANS, SWEET-SOUR.— Less than half a 
pound of white beans, about two quarts of 
water, a pinch of salt, a small amount of bacon, 
one medium sized onion, two tablespoons of 
sirup, One pinch of pepper and salt, vinegar to 
taste, a little flour, one tablespoon of sugar. 
The beans must be put to soak overnight. The 
bacon and the onion must be cut in little 
squares. About a pint of water for the sauce 
must be used hot and with the sirup, vinegar, 
pepper, and salt to taste. The beans must be 
put on in cold soft water. When they have 
come to a boll pour off and rinse them and then 
slowly cook soft in less than two quarts of 
water to cover and a pinch of salt. In the 
meantime fry the bacon dice in an earthen pot, 
take out the fried pieces, and put where they 
will keep warm. Let the sugar brown in the 
fat, add the onion, and let it become brown, and 
also the flour. The Uquid must be added slowly 
while stirring all the time and cooked with the 
browned flour until thick. The soft or cooked 
beans must be drained and mixed with the fin- 
ished sauce, tasted to see if well seasoned; put 
in a dish, strew with the friend bacon dice, and 
serve.

To this same sweet-sour sauce may be added 
slices of potatoes which have been boiled in the 
skin. Potatoes cooked in thie sauce are called 
“sour potato slices.” Lentila which have been 
cooked in salt water end drained and cooked 
this sauce are called “sour lentils.”

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New Law Makes Compensation 
Insurance Compulsory 
with State Fund. 


COMPANIES FIGHT BILL. 


Employers Call Measure Crude 
and Demand Freedom to 
Insure. 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 
The passage of the Green workmen's com- 
pensation bill in both houses of the Ohio 
legislature practically gives the state a mo- 


nopoly of workmen's compensation insur-, 


ance. It is the most drastic law of the kind 


yet introduced in any state. It makes work- 


men’s compensation compulsory and to all 
practical purposes forces employers to insure 
in the state fund. There seems to be a loop- 
hole whereby employers can, by giving a 
bond, carry their own insurance and insure 
in mutual essociations. 

Casualty insurance men believe the law 
will shut out all stock ability companies 
from the state. Although the manufactur- 
ors and insurance men made a strong fight 
against the bill, it was one of the measures 
that Gov. Cox advocated and through the 
influence of himself and his adherents it 
passed both houses. It was strongly backed 
by Attorney General Hogan and his assist- 
ants. 

Law Regarded as Crude, 

Many of the manufacturers took the posi- 
tion that the law was not drawn along sci- 
entific Mnes. It is regarded es a crude law 
that has not had expert treatment. It was 
attacked as being vague in its terms and un- 
just in its application. Some of the em- 
ployers stated Ohio was inconsistent in cre- 
ating a monopoly of employers’ liability in- 
surance and many desifed to know why the 
state should exercise such a privilege which 
was denied to citizens. The employers 
took the position they should be given the 
option, when it came to taking insurance, of 
insuring in the state fund, mutuals, stock 
companies or inter-insurers. Many argued 
in connection with the Ohio bill that if work- 
men’s compensation were made compulsory 
and the insurance were all handled by the 
state a number of employes would have to 
be provided for and it opened an opportunity 
for the administration to work up a power- 
ful political machine. 

Arson Presents Hard Problem. 

In connection with the agitation of the 
arson trust, fire insurance men feel to a great 
extent the position of the insurance inter- 
ests is being misrepresented and the real 
facts have not received publicity. Insur- 
ance men acknowledge competitive forces 
and the greed for business have forced them 
to adopt practices that in some respects make 
it easier for firebugs to collect insurance than 
should be the case. Still, the insurance com- 
panies take the ground that it is almost im- 
possible to secure a conviction of a firebug, 
emd that an incendiary in 90 per cent of the 
cases will collect his insurance. 

Insurance companies say that while some 
agents and brokers are guilty of writing more 
insurance on a man's property than it is 
worth, yet in comparison with the large 
number of insurance producers overinsur- 
ance does not exist to any great extent. They 
gay the agents as a class are just as con- 
ecientious and able as any other group of 
business men. The companies say that the 
best they can do is to have the agent use 
his judgment as to the value of the property. 
Even when this is done the assured will 
often induige in practices that lead to arson. 


Want Arson Sternly Prosecuted. 

The companies say until the crime of 
arson can be more easily proved and until 
there are more stringent laws governing 
this crime it will be difficuk to cause any 
ebatement. Many companies have been 
sued for damages after a firebug has been 
found not guilty. Rather, therefore, than go 
te the expense of litigation, which the com- 
panies say in 90 per cent of the cases will 
go against them, and court damage suits, 
the practice is to get rid of crooked losses. 

Prosecuting attorneys in* many instances 
will not take up arson cases with any dgree 
of vigor, because they know that the sym- 
pathy of the public, to a great extent, is 
with the assured. The prosecuting attorney 
desires to make as good a record for con- 
victiohis as he can, and hence will avoid 
arson prosecutions as much as possible. 

So far as Chicago is concerned, insurance 
companies have held it for many years to 
be the hotbed of incendiaries and assert the 
state authorities, until now, never have en- 
@eavored to rid the city of this crime. In- 
surance interests have felt for years crooked 
adjusters for the people are in league with 
the firebuge, but they are convinced the 
present agitation on the subject is having 
@ good effect and they are confident State's 
Attorney Hoyne intends to sift. the arson 
trust to the bottom. 


Ynterinsurance Concern Organized. 

The first interinsurance casualty concern 
to be organized in ‘Illinois is the Illinois in- 
terinsurance exchange at Springfield, which 
is in process of formation and is about ready 
to seek final authority to transact business 
from the Illinois insurance department. J 
will write employers’ liability and work- 
men’s compensation insurance. This ex- 
change was started by Judge Rufus M. Potts 
of Springfield, who was formerly head of the 
Reisch Indemnity company of that city. 
Judge Potts is now an applicant for the posi- 
tion of insurance superintendent of Illinois, 
and has turned over his interest in the ex- 
change to G. C. Williams and Frank E. Val- 
entine, both recently identified with the Inter 
Ocean Life and Casualty company of Spring- 
field. It is stated that a number of subscrib- 
ers have been secured and the exchange is 
expected to become something of a factor 
in the business. 

Burety men are commenting on the recent 
act of the National Surety company in re- 
voking the authority of its agents to execute 
construction contract bonds in favor of the 
United States government, without specific 
instructions? Surety men agree the govern- 
ment is the most unsatisfactory institution 
with which they have to deal. It isarbitrary 
im its demands and at times its requirements 
are exasperating and extreme. Some of the 
surety companiese have reached the point 
where they say that the companies should 
refuse to do business with the government 
except under conditions and circumstances 
that make the prospect of reasonable profit 
almost a certainty. 


Comment on Falkenau Receivership. 

Surety men of Chicago say the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the Falkenau Con- 
struction company of Chicago will have a 
marked effect in the growing practice 
among architects of waiving surety bonds 
on construction work. The architects and 
the surety people of Chicago have been 
working more or less in antagonism to each 
other, and the architects have gone so far 
to recommend in most instances that no 
eerety bonds be required.

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LABOR LEADERS PASS LIB 


Heads of State and City Federa- 
tions in Bitter Debate. 


SIDES. 


AUDITORS TAKE 


Discussion of Compensation Act Pre- 
cipitates Row. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor held a 
stormy session yesterday. President John 
Fitzpatrick was accused of “ trying to throw 
a monkey wrench into the machinery of 
union labor.“ Remarks made by Fitz- 
patrick were severely criticised by Edwin 
R. Wright, president of the State Federation 


of Labor. 

The dissension arose over the report of 
President Wright on the employers’ com- 
pensation bill, which is up before the legls- 
lature. President Wright attempted to ex- 
plain the position of the legislative 
committee. He said the old bill had 
been thrown out and a new one substituted. 
When he had finished his explanation Fitz- 
patrick declared the bill advocated by Mr. 
Wright was not the one wanted by union 
labor. He declared the old labor bill, which 
was unsatisfactory to union labor, was better 
than the one advocated by Wright. 


Fitzpatrick Assails New Bill. 

“There is something wrong,” he said, 
“and we want to find out what. Under the 
old law the employés received $2,000,000 of 
the compensation fund. This law will give 
only $200,000. Of course, the bill is up be- 
fore you and you can either accept or re- 
ject it.“ 

Wright resented the imputation that he 
had not worked for the interests of labor 
and said he would defend his position and 
would fight back at any one who attacked 
his good motives. 

We have done our best to help the cause 
of unton labor and the action of your presi- 
dent in making those statements is throw- 
ing @ monkey wrench into the machinery 
of union labor,” he said. The statement 
just made by Fitzpatrick that employés re- 
ceived more money under the old law than 
the present one is unture. I will fight back 
when my motives are que d. 


Straube Delivers Tirade. 

Then L. P. Straube, who had been making 
efforts to be recognized, was given the floor. 
Straube began by speaking sarcastically of 
Wright's address. His remarks caused 
much laughter. He referred to Wright as 
the “nigger in the woodpile and a nut.“ 
These remarks eaused loud applause. Then 
he went on to defend the address made by 
President Fitzpatrick. 

Wright then came back at President Fitz- 
Patrick. He was urged on by persons in 
different parts of the hall, and it was with 
difficulty that Fitzpatrick quieted him by 
vigorously pounding the desk with his gavel. 

When order had been restored the business 
of the organization was taken up. A resolu- 
tion from the machinists’ union requested 
that the name of President Charles W. Mur- 
phy, owner of the Cubs, be placed on the 
unfair list. The resolution was referred 
to a committee. 


BRYAN WORLD PEACE ADVOCATE 


Nebraskan Urges United States to Lead 
in Disarmament at North Caro- 
lina Conference. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 2.—William Jennings 
Bryan spoke here tonight to 8.000 people on 
1 Pegce. He was a guest of the North 
Carolina peace conference, which has been 
in session for two days. He was introduced 
by Gov. Craig. 

Mr. Bryan declared it is the imperative 
duty of the United States not only to eo- 
operate in every way possible with the world 
powers in the furtherance of the world cam- 
paign for peace, but to set a shining example 
of disarmament. He declared the United

Dropped from National Board 
After 22,500 Vote Is Cast. 


VIOLENCE DOOTRINE TABOO.

May Be Eliminated from Party, Ac- 
cording te Members. 


William D. Haywood will be notified today 
he has been dropped officially from the na- 
tional Socialist executive committee. He 
Was recalled by a vote of 22,500, completed 
on Friday. Haywood probably will be elim- 
inated from the Socialist party entirely, ac- 
cording to members of the national body. 

Haywood's advocacy of “ direct action 
brought about his political downfall, accord- 
ing to Socialist leaders of Chicago. John M. 
Work, secretary of the national body, said 
Haywood’s recent utterances in regard to 
violence were opposed by the Socialist party. 


Shun “Advocate of Violence.“ 

He is an advocate of violence instead of 
political action,” said Secretary Work yes- 
terday. He now is on a lecture tour in 
Minneapolis and will be notified today of his 
recall. The Socialists do not want a man of 
his Uk in a position of authority because it 
is dangerous. He will no doubt withdraw 
from the party, but his loss will not hurt ua 

The national vote on the recall of Haywood 
began on Dec. 28. The action was taken on 
request of the state body of Socialists of 
New York. It was charged Haywood was 
a dangerous man to the Socialist party be- 
cause of his views on the labor question. 


Failed to Carry One State. 

The vote was counted at the national head- 
quarters on Friday. More than 33,500 votes 
were cast. Haywood was defeated by more 
than 11.500 votes. Haywood was elected to 
the executive committee from Denver. Colo. 
He did not carry-one state in the recall vote. 

The executive committee was composed 
of seven members from various parts of the 
country. Those on the committee besides 
Haywood are Morris Hullquit of New York, 
John Spargo of Vermont, Victor L. Berger of 
Wisconsin, Kate Richards O' Hare of St. 
Louis, Alexander Irvine of California, and 
Joseph Harriman of Connecticut. 


LABOR LEADERS FREE ON BOND.

BUTTER AND EGGS MOVE UP 


Wintry Weather Gives Dealers 
Chance to Lift Prices. 


CHEESE ON HIGHER BASIS. 


Poultry Average Slightly Raised; Po- 
tate Market Unchanged. 


Wintry weather favored dealers in butter 
and eggs at Chicago last week and prices 
were given an upward boost of ic, in 
spite of the fact thas receipts were the larg- 
est reported at this season in recent years. 
German shapes of cheese also made moderate 
gains, while American shapes held at former 
prices. 

Live and. dressed chiéhens sold at an ad- 
vance of 161% a bb, and closed minus e 
“of the gain. Potatoes held practically 
unchanged from one end of the week to the 
other, but finished with a clearly defined 
downward tendency. Sweet potatoes con- 
tinued dull and weak, and lower prices pre- 
vailed in the market for nearly all varieties 
of green vegetables, of which there were 
heavy receipts from the south. 


Butter Higher than in East. 

The advance in butter values made the 
Chicago market relatively higher thah the 
New York market. This made buyers un- 
eary, as they feared that the shipping defand 
would be shut off and that prices would be 
in danger of a sudden sharp decline, which 
might catch them heavily stocked’ with high 
costing butter. As a result, they confined 
their purchases to most pressing needs and 
the increased receipts cleared slowly. 

Receipts of eggs for the week were nearly 
double those of the corresponding week last 
year. Dealers reported a brisk local con- 
sumptive and shipping demand, however, and 
sellers were firm in asking 
prices. Success also attended sale of cold 
storage eggs, several lots of which were dis- 
posed of at 14c a dozen, as compared with 
12c the preceding week. 


Apple Supplies Move Freely. 

Apples moved freely into consumptive chan- 
nels and stocks underwent satisfactory re- 
ductiona. Buyers would not stand for any 
increase in costs, however, and values re- 
mained practically stationary. Owners of 
cold storage apples claim they are 308 
ing considerable money in selling at cur- 
rent figures, but they find that all attempts 
to place prices on a remunerative basis re- 
sult in a contraction of the demand and feel 
that it is better to let the apples go now 
than to keep them and suffer a larger loss 
at the close of the season.
